' Don’t keep ashes in wooden boxes 
or cartons or deposit them against 
wooden buildings or partitions—keep 
them in non-combustible receptacles. 

Don’t change your electric wiring 
—consult a competent electrician. 

Don’t fail to take precautions with 
electric flat irons, and always use a 
signal light. 

Don’t fail to place metal protec¬ 
tion under all stoves and protect 
woodwork where stoves or furnaces 
are close to walls. 

Don’t pass stove pipes through 
ceilings, roofs or wooden walls unless

This period is for the purpose of 
education of the public in Canada to 
keep down the terrific fire loss in 
money and property besides the loss 
of lives which we suffer every year. 

It is not generally known that Can¬ 
ada has the heaviest fire loss in the 
world, and when we know that 75 per 
cent of these fires are caused by neg¬ 
ligence, or are preventible, we should 
naturally exercise every means in our 
power to reduce it.

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difficult to recognize any clearly defined partisanship. 
The governments are praised or criticized according to 
their actions and not according to party. Newspapers, 
formerly dominated by party fetishes, seeing one side 
purely white, the other a villainous black, appear to have 
discarded that old domination, and are coming to observe 
parliamentary action from the viewpoint of the welfare 
to the country. There have been numerous instances of 
this within the past few months, as everyone who reads 
the dailies will recognize. It is possible that in this the 
press, is reflecting public opinion. Probably there never 
was a time when party beliefs and attachments were at 
lower ebb amongst the electorate. No one cares to what 
party a leader belongs, so long as he can produce some 
constructive suggestion, which, if acted upon, will improve 
conditions. It is not sufficient to launch platitudes, and 
old theories that have served safely for many decades, 
cannot rouse enthusiasm unless they bring results. There 
is no doubt that the mass of people, are overly critical un¬ 
der present conditions. Perhaps newspapers are overly 
critical. On the other hand any honest effort to cope with 
difficulties, i§. . instantly recognized and commended 
by the press and by the majority of the people from coast 
to coast.

Ludwig says: “When I see parades of gayly bedecked 
military guards I ask why they do hot appear in their 
real fighting outfit, and march with gas masks. That 
would affect the crowd differently.

“Every nation now secretly believes that it possesses 
the most powerful poison gas in the world. In the last war 
when attack was made with bromine, ammonia was used 
as a protection, but the arts of the chemists have devel¬ 
oped a thausandfold. Twelve big bombs of Lewisite gas 
dropped on Berlin or Chicago, would destroy all life In a 
short space of time. 

“All countries are preparing new fighting equipment; 
white phosphorus for instance which cannot be quenched 
by water. There will be airplane smoke screens to conceal 
wide stretches of territory in impenetrable darkness 
Phosphorus bombs will bum the flesh to the bone. Hun¬ 
dreds of tanks each able to shoot a 1000 bullets a minute; 
machine guns like automatic rifles. Surely laboratories 
are studying systems of infecting human beings and ani¬ 
mals in enemy territory, spreading mildew to kill crops 
anthrax to kill cattle, bacilli to destroy human beings 
The thirty kinds of poison gases of 1914, are today 1000 
A kind of chlorine is being manufactured at the Edge- 
wood Arsenal at the rate of fifty tons a day.” 

"The gr«at danger lies in the impossibility of supervis¬ 
ing chemicnl factories all over the world, as can be don * 
with munition factories. Yet overnight governments 
could mobilize industries. Every Farman plane could car¬ 
ry soldiers and machine guns, every mail plane carry 
bombs. Every factory that makes turbines could make 
cannon. Every sewing machine factory could make ma¬ 
chine guns. Countless factories could make poison gas. 

“Money which now rules in place of personal strength 
as the decisive factor, fights in behalf of war because war 
offers it at its best chances.

Councillors of municipalities. Yet these traders are per¬ 
mitted through legislation, despite the harm which they 
may do to local business. , <- — 

The matter was brought up before the Okotoks Coun¬ 
cil at the last meeting, finding a spokesman in Councillor 
Visser. A few other pointed truths were brought up at 
the Okotoks Council, as recorded in the Review and are 
sufficiently true of all towns to be worth passing on: 

“Councillor Visser brought up the matter ot a person, 
who had been several days in town selling goods which 
could have-been bought at a local store and asked if noth¬ 
ing could lie done to protect our local stores against these 
peddlers or transient traders. Information w-as elicited 
that this vexed question had often been brought up before 
and owing to protection given these traders by licenses 
from the Provincial and Dominion Governments and also 
judicial decisions nothing could be done. 

“Considerable criticism was passed by those present on 
residents of town who patronized these transients to the 
detriment of local business paying just as much and in 
many cases more than the goods could be obtained for lo¬ 
cally. , Others drove up to Calgary to do all their shop¬ 
ping there. Some of the businessmen themselves were 
among the offenders in both cases. This buying out of 
tpwn not only hurt the business of those affected directly 
but it indirectly affected the general prosperity of the 
whole community and thereby the prosperity of those who 
did the buying out of town themselves.”

Assistance to Western Canadian 
livestock raisers was announced Sun¬ 
day by Hon. Robert Weir, Dominion 
minister of agriculture, after a con¬ 
ference with cattlemen of Alberta. 
The federal minister stated that the 
government would pay 50 er cent, of 
the freight cost in shipping cattle 
from farms and ranches in. dried out 
districts in the West to feeder farms 


Those who have read the Financial 
Post of Sept. 26, have wondered 
whether the article written by J. B. i 
Maclean, publisher, alleging a For- 1 
eign Money Ring with a grip on the 
world, can be true. 

If it is true, these financiers, pre¬ 
sumably with headquarters in Eng¬ 
land, have manipulated every interna¬ 
tional situation of recent date to their 
own advantage. They h^ve their un¬ 
derlings in every tfouritry and by 
their financial power have the world 
throat. It sounds like an Op- 
penheim plot, but if there is an atom 
of truth in the accusations, Govern¬ 
ments can surely deal with these arch 
traitors who though supermen are 
only human and mortal. 

The article is something in the 
manner of John Drew’s recent expos¬ 
ure of Armament plots, which appear 
ed in Maclean’s. It tells of cabinet 
ministers, diplomats and bankers, as 
being used as pawns in the game. 

A group of Austrian, German, 
Dutch and Greek financiers settled in 
England years ago, preferring Eng¬ 
land as the world’s great financial 
centre. “These foreigners proceeded 
to debauch and exploit that country— 
its industries, public men and public 
servants. When the war came, they 
were already in control of important 
British and American financial inter¬ 
ests. They were the world's big pro¬ 
fiteers. They were responsible for 
the League of Nations and other de¬ 
velopments. The league became their 
chief smoke screen, and propaganda 
body. They can create crises or pro¬ 
mote prosperity. They set nations to 
work or by stopping work can seize 
the accumulated savings in money, 
in valuables in estates that must be 
thrown over , when credits are with¬ 
drawn. They were responsible for 
the British gold standard which put 
millions in their own pockets and 
brought British industry to its pres¬ 
ent state. 

"Unparalleled business prosperity 
was promised under the gold restora¬ 
tion, with Cabinet ministers and 
Chancellors joining in the chorus. 
Opposing it were British bankers like 
Holden and great employers of labor. 

"The part that this restoration 
played in the era of wild lending of 
cheap money for buying valueless se¬ 
curities put out by the bankers at 
high prices has yet to be written, in¬ 
cluding the $700,000,000 taken out of 
Canada in the recent crooked stock 
mining operations in which the brok¬ 
ers now in our penitentiaries, were 
mere stupid clerks doing the bidding 
of big financial bootleggers in the 
background. How they manipulated 
and took unprecedented rake-offs 
from great international loans' since 
then, is well known to our readers. 
Their most recent proposal of a bil¬ 
lion dollar loan to hopeless China, in 
which Canada and the United States 
were to play in backing the bonds, a 
very prominent part—with '/the sale 
of wheat held out as <^,sop—was more 
than the sane citizens of these na¬ 
tions could stand. 

“So far Canada's excellent banking 
system and the high character of its 
financial leaders have stood in the 
way of direct international interfer¬ 
ence. 

“But news is not lacking of devel¬ 
opments toward the inclusion of 
some Canadian industry in the inter¬ 
national bankers’ cartel. In fact, the 
break in prices has made it easy for 
progress in that direction, and if 
some of the stories are true—and of 
this we have no doubt—some opera¬ 
tions going on at present for control 
of Canadian industries would not be 
permitted in any country where the 
laws are respected by those in au¬ 
thority, the higher up government of 
ficials who are supposed to assure its’ 
Citizens of at least a measure of fair 
play.” 


Following numerous inquiries from

in Eastern Canada. He added that 


the Dominion administration woifld 
also assume 50 per cent, of freight 
charges in transporting the cattfts 
from the eastern feeder farms to the 
seaboard. 

It was also revealed that the On¬ 
tario government was attempting to 
secure from the West a shipment of 
2,500 feeder steers for the junior 
farm clubs of Ontario. Mr. Weir 
said he expected ranchers and far¬ 
mers of the prairies to support the 
scheme to have unfinished cattle 
shipped to feeder farms in Ontario 
before transporting them to Euro¬ 
pean markets. 

This arrangement will doubtless be 
of much interest in certain parts of 
the West. South Eastern Alberta has 
however, got a good arrangement 
working between ranchers and farm¬ 
ers by which "the cattle are finished 
right in their home district. This 
co-operative plan has sent over to the 
British market some wonderful cattle, 
which have proved that Alberta fin¬ 
ished cattle are the equals in finish 
of any on the markets. Southern Al¬ 
berta should be well adapted to finish 
many of its own cattle and could 
greatly increase its possibilities in 
this regard.

“If silver is no longer money, and 
if the metallic fiction of Silver is to 
pass into history, so also will pass 
and very quickly the metallic fiction 
of gold., Capitalism hould be under 
no misapprehension on that score. 
Like silver, gold having ended its 
service as money, it is headed for a 
drop of one-third or one-quarter of 
its present value, unless some Santa 
Claus like Uncle Sam can be found 
who can afford tp buy and store gold 
for its antique or fiction value. Bul- 
lionists fail to see that gold is today 
in exactly the same position as silver 
was yesterday. There is no half-way 
station; no basis of compromise on 
any metallic fiction. It may shock 
Americans to learn that their five bil¬ 
lion pile of gold is as valueless as the 
143 carloads of silver cartwheels that, 
today clutter up the treasury vaults 
of Washington. The substitute for 
the gold standard will be a primary 
and senior security upon national as¬ 
sets without interposing the fiction of 
any metallic security.”

The good times are 
so good as to rouse doubt that poor 
crops will evef come.But the thoughts 
of 1918-21 forced many who remained 
in the fight with a recognition that 
bad times will come. It forced them 
to better agricultural methods and 
never since then have they been so 
hard pressed. They have safeguarded 
against a recurring catastrophe.

21 per cent, of the 
slaughter house implements, more 
than half the soda fountains, a fifth 
of the tinware and 16 per cent, of 
paints, varnishes and electrical ma¬ 
chinery. The prosperity of Illinois 
depends entirely on what it can ex¬ 
port outside its own state, yet it is so 
short-sighted as to restrict its out¬ 
side purchases to a minimum. 

Before a state starts an embargo 
against imports, it should check up 
its list of customers and outside 
sales. No state whose industrial 
health and equilibrium are founded 
on the production of more than it can 
consume can hope to prosper in a 
market swapping contest with some 
other state Hrhich has few markets 
or nnoe to lose. 

,, Pennsylvania has retaliated on 
these embargos by bringing in new 
amendments that any public con¬ 
struction work must purchase no 
material from states which demand 
that all thair construction supplies 
be manufactured in their own state.
